TWIN falls - If there. is one 
thing the Sboshone-Paltite Indians 
know, it is change; 

Since the while man came to the 
high desert country of southwestern 
Idaho -and northern Nevada, , Native 
Americans have seen, their ancient 
lifestyles 'change,., their livelihood 
change,- their religion, change and, 
time and tlipe again, the laws that 
govern their people change. ' 

Two centuries; ago Shoshone and 
Paiute bands roamed across the 
Magic Valley, gathering food, fishing 
for salmon and hunting sage, hen, 
then moving on to other hunting 
areas in Nevada and southern 
Oregon. 

TMay many of their' .descradants 

Valley Indian Reservation, split be- 
tween a remote corner of- Owyhee 


County and. the Isolated sage lands 
■.DfElkoCounty,Nev. 

Some of the old ways remain, said 
tribal representatives at a gather 
ing of somb 100 Magic Valley resi- 
dents Tuesday, sponsored by the 
Five Indian Tribes of Idaho and (he 
Association for (he Humanities in 
Idaho. 

: But even the old ways have taken 
on the twists of Western European 
culture; , 

The audience heard a recording of 
a Shoshone-Palute' tribal song. The 
plaintive voice of an Indian wonian 
tells of a beaullful whUe horse with 
flowing mane that Jesus rides as he 
carries a dying, soul across the 
water. ■ . 

.Slides were 'Shown of tribal 
: children performing traditional 
dances. In the backhand are the' 
-mountains of the HumbolriLNaUniMt 
Forest :bnd a sprawling brick school 


Whitney McKinney, chairman of 
the'Shoshone-Paiule Tribes, wore his 
hair in braids, and shells hung from 
bis heck. Aurthur Manning, a past 
tribal chairman, wore a suit. 

Now (arming forms the basis of- 
the Duck Valley economy. The more 
than 1,200 Indians on the reservation 
grow .bay and alfalfa for about 6,000 
head of cattle, said members of the 
panel. 

But these are not good times for 
farmers, while or Indian. Alter a 
century of Western European-style 
farming, (he Indians are being.forc- 
ed to look at allcrnale ways of mak- 
ing a living, said Manning. 

Already, the Shoshone-Paultes are 
selling -fishing permits. They have 
installed a marina at Wildborse Res- 
ervoir. And they are considering a 
business complex.

WASHINGTON - The nation got a/ 
health-awareness report card carry-, 
ing a better grade than lii 
yesteryear, but saying people can do 
better to look after themselves and 
. suggeillngwaystodolhat. 

People are getting better at using 
scat bells, checking their blood 
pressure, using smoke detectors, 
avoiding stress and accidents and 
not driving after drinking, said the 
privately-funded study released 
- Wednesday. 

But there was also some bad news 
— Americans are slipping in their 
' attention to speed limits, exercise 
and weight reduction. 

.The result “overall Is optimistic. 
We are making progress. But 1 
believe we can do much better in the 
: future, and we will do so," said 
Humphrey Taylor, president of Louis 
Harris and Associates, which polled 
1,256 Americans to determine their 
! health concerns and activities. 

Suzanne Irvine, who directs the 3- 
' year-old Prevention Index Project 
I conducted by Harris for Prevention 
Magazine, said. “We’ve seen gradu- 

! ment" In Americans’ health 
awarenessandactivttles;-. 


The 1986 Prevention Index* was 
■reported as 64.1 on a scale of 100, I^ 
vine said. That is up from 63.2 last 
year and 61.5 In 1983, the first year 
the survey was conducted for the 
health-oriented publication. - 

James A. Harrril of the Depart- 
ment of Health and Human services 
stressed (he Importance of preven- 
tive activities (or Americans' 
health. 

“We’re undergoing a kind of a 
quiet revolution In this country In 
this century, a health revolution," 
he said, with medical science able to 
reduce or eliminate many of the in- 
fectious- diseases that formerly 
plagued humankind. 

This means that today the major 
threats to health come from choice, 
not fate, Harrell said, and changes in 
lifestyle can have a major impact on 
such problems as heart disease, 
cancer, stroke and accidents. 

The Improvement in the overall 
index of American's health activities 
was small, but continued an impor- 
tant upward trend, Taytorsald. 

The rating, which would be lOO if 
everyone did everything possible to 
maintain bis or her health, is based 
-on-21-heaUb-<oacaros,-rated acco^ 
ding to Importance by a panel of 
health experts.

Rep.. Patricia McDermott, D-Pocalello, 
lead attorney for the labor unions, said her 
clients sUU can carry tbe battle to the U.S.

McDermott said Idaho law Is unclear 
whether Wednesday’s ruling goes Into effect 
Immediately, or if It takes 21 days after the 
order of remitUur. 

"We’ll be contacting our clients. They will 
make the determination on proceeding," she 
said. 

Justice Stephen. BistUne was tbe lone 
dissenter, chiding tbe four other justices for 
missing an opportunity to correct their Jam. 
29 ruling: . c : 

"It was (be people who were ny tbe court's 


opinion (Jan. 29) disenfranchised of their 
constitutional right of referendum," said 
BisUlne, in a dissent released with Wednes- 
day’s order. 

BisUlne contended that "aU respecUble 
consUtutional authorlUes" say courts may 
not second-guess a legislature’s determina- 
tion that an emergency exists. 

But he said tbe Idaho Legislature made no 
such factual determination; (he leglriaiure 
simply declared that a emergency existed. 

Jones said as far as he wais concerned, 
when Uie Supreme Court ruled Jan. 29, Uiat 
put the new law Into effect.

Schbdl board adjusts budget to ‘reflect reality’

. TWIN FALLS - The Twin Falls 
School Board, in a special meeting 
on Tuesday, amended the 1985-86 
budget to reflect a projected loss of 
. about 8100,000 in state funds. 

' The amended budget also shows 
adjustments In what' the dlstrtct 
paid In salaries. Insurance and ad- 
ministration costs. 

The adjusted budget Is the product 
of a new, alatc-jnondated accoun- 
ting system for schools, which' the 
district's new accountant said 
“reflects reality.,'' 


The district wbnt from a cosh 
basis accounting system to a 
modified accrual accounting system, 
said Bob Seaman, a ccrUfled public 

S ouotant who began as the 
lict’s accountant May 1. 

^ Under the old system, district of- 
f^jals knew they would have to pay 
teacher's salaries in Juiy and August 
out of last year's expenses, '“but It 
was not on paper,” Seaman said. 
iJjfa like you know how. much Is In 
y6tir checking account and you save 
^{^atn amount aside to pay bills, 
bur yoiir .check book doesn't show 
how.' much you have to pay down the 


road." 

Under the new system, he said, 
the district knows at any ^ven point 
where it hands. 

For example, the amended budget 
has no contingency fund, even 
though at the end of last year an 
audilor’s report showed the district 
had a carryover balance of about 
8175.000. 

That disclosure rankled teachers, 
who said the district declared it 
would have no carryover during con- 
tract battles In 1984-85. 

Seaman said the district held the 
8175,000 In reserve to pay for upcom- 


ing bills ill July and August. So in 
reality, he said, the district docs not 
have a reseryc fund for emergencies. 

The amended budget also shows 
the district saved 875,839 in teachers 
salaries by replacing five experi- 
enced teachers with five new teach- 
ers last September.- 

However, the new budget shows 
the district Is spending 819,509 more 
for Board of Education programs. 

Seaman said expenses under the 
Board of Ed budget Included at- 
torney’s fees, audilor’s fees, the, sal- 
ary for (he district's ' clerk- 
treasurer, and a travel budget for 
the board of about 83.000.

Allhqugh this fits the natural 
gradi ng curves Skinner said, it ^IF 
be a proSjem' later because of the 
state's "artificial restrictions" in 
requiring a C average to graduate. 

"What the state has said is. that,, 
arbitrarily, that bottom 21 percent 
will nol be able to graduate, and I 
reject that," - Skinner said. “A 
below-averagc progress is not neces- 
sarily wrong.'; 

Possible solutions, he said, are to 
give students Cs instead of Ds, to 
have two different grading scales so 
below average students would gut 
higher grades, or,- as suggested by 
the state, hire private teachers to 
tutor below average students. 

The. .first two solutions arc 
-hypocrillcal-and-offensWe-to-school- 
standards, Skinner said, and the 
third is unaffordable, especially for a 
small schop] like Wendell's, where 
even the number of regular teachers 
Is limited and all students must be 
graded on the same scale. 

"It Is very frustrating," he said.

BALDWIN LAKE. Calif. - 
Against 8' backdrop of rolling mead- 
ows spiked with sagebrush and pine 
trees, biologist Lany LaPre nudged 
one of the world’s rarest plants with 
his boot. 

"That little guy there Is a Big 
Bear chcckerbloom.’’ said LaPre. 
president of the San Bernardino 
Valley Audubon Society. 

Nearby, nestled among clumps of 
gross and cow dung; was a jiatch of 
equally rare slcnder-pctolcd 
mustard plants, which grow only on 
12 scattered acres here. 

On the far side of the lake, a bald 
eagle soared high above a small 
creek- containing one of California’s 
two known colonies of unarmored 
thrcc-splnc stickleback fish. 

Conservationists like LaPre say 
Baldwin Lake, a shallow body of 
rainwater and melted snow 80 miles 
east of Los Angeles in the San Ber-

MouWaihofe 
wagons quietly 
sit in Ketchum

KETCHUM — They ^rolled 
many miles over steep moun* 
tain roads carrying Ihelr 
heavy loads of galena ore. 
Later, they sat idle for half a 
century,, -weathering the 
fierce' mountain elements be- 
fore they finally came to rest 
last year. 


Now, the seven huge ore | 
wagons of Horace Lewis's. ' 
Ketchum Fast Freight Line 
are housed comfortably in a 
•small building that makes up 
Ketchum's Ore Wagon 
Museum on the comer of 
LeadvUIe Avenue and Fifth 
Street, adjacent to City Hall. 

The wagons played an Im- 
portant role In the city's his- 
tory, carrying the lead and 
silver ore to the area's only 
smelter In Ketchum. Built 
beginning in 1684, they went 
out of service in early 20th 
century, when mining played 
out In the mountains sur- 
rounding Sun Valley. 

Beginning in the 1920s, 
Horace Lewis's nephew. 
Palmer Lewis, began looking 
for a permanent home for the 
wagons' to preserve a part of 
his family's and the region’s 
heritage. It wasn't easy. * 

Not unUl 1968 did -Lewis 
donate the wagons to the city 
of Ketchum on the condition 
they be displayed to the 
public once each year. The ci- 
ty now meets that obligation 
by making me wagons the 
main attraction In its Wagon 
Days parade each Labor Day. 

De^ite the city taking 
over the wagons, a perma- 
nent home for the relics 
wasn’t found until last year, 
when the city finished 
building the Ore Wagon 
Museum, * protecting the 
wagons and placing them on 
year-round view to the many 
tourists who come to Ket- 
chum and Sun Valley.

TWIN FALLS — There are 
several ways to explore Idaho's . 
.backcouQtiy,...but,. .for . some , , 
backpacking’s the most attrac- 
tive. 

Other modes have certain 
—virtues.— Horseback?— IrallbUce,— 
mountain bike, all-terrain veU- 
cle, and four-wheel-drive vehi- 
cle all enable off-road 
wanderers to haul a con- 
siderable amount of gear and 
■ ore easier on the feet. But they 
have the disadvantage of-belng 
hard on the environment and do 
nothing to improve one's 
physical condition. 

Backpacking has shed Its old 
Image of being strictly for an- 
U-soclal, organic granola- 
. eaters. Equipment has gone 
:llghtwelgbt, and It's a form of 
i^reation entire famlles can, 
!and do, enjoy. If there’s any 
^ jpicstlon os to how mainstream . 
^^backpacking has become, Just 
''*'*~cck the ads In your favorite 
ippy magazine. Chances arc 
u’U see a clean-cut, attrac- 
e young couple In designer 
backpacking outfits — clothes 
no self-respecting outdoorsper- 
son would ever be seen In. The 
point Is, the activity Is con- 
,,8lderedtobe“In." 

Traveling lightly and quietly 
through the natural world lets 
the backpacker feel the-wlnd, 
smell the forest, and hear the 
sounds of life In the slow lone. 


The rtiytbms of nature are 
often -Just - the--Ucket— for 
stressed-out urbanites. And 
there’s a certain amount of 
satisfaction to be derived from 


a pack, in the spirit of early 
frontlerexplorers. - 

Motors are great for getting 
to the trallhead, \thlch Is often 
at the end of a rutted, rock- 
strewn dirt road." But the 
adventure begins when you lock 
the doors and head up the trail 
on foot. 

Idaho Is blessed with plenty 
of room for roaming. 

What to take? Whether going 
for a few hours or a few days, go 
light Experienced bacltoackers 
seldom haul canned food or 
beverbges In cans or bottles. 
Don’t take -anything , you can't 
pack back out. Even two extra 
pounds can be noticeable on 
long hikes. Frecze-drled foods 
aiuT. beverages In your own 
plastic bottle arc best. A small 
stove, weighing less than four 
pounds, is generally adequate 
for most cooking and can be 
purchased at ' most outdoors 
shops. What else is needed? 
Cooking and eating utenalls,.ex- 
tra w arm clothing' (swe ater, 

breaker, long pants), tlrst-ald 
kit, compass, ma^es, a 


llashli^t, signal whistle, and 
anything else that might make 
an unexpected night’s stay out- 
doors more comfortable. 

Be prepared for any 
— eme^eoeyr eves on a day-hike. - 
When bacl^acklng, It's essen- 
tlal to remember Murphy’s 
law: "What can go wrong, pro- 
— bid)ly-w}ll:"-ft-probabl y^on ’ t, ‘ 
but It's best to be ready If it 
does. On ovemi^t trips, 
backpackers will need a small, 
llgbtwel^t tent,.Uvy bag or 
tarp: along with a warm, 
llghlwel^t sleeping bag and 
some sort of ground pad. 

What to wear? It depends on 
the weather. Bid. . generally, 
don't overdress. Carry extra 
clothing In your pack. Sturdy 
shorts are usually more com- 
fortable than long pants. 
Tight-fitting jeans are the 
worst pants to wear, even 
though they may look right. 
Footwear Is the prime con- 
-stderatlon. _ Well-fitting, 
.lightweight, waterproof hiking 
boots are a fine investment. 
Don't wear tennis, running, or 
street shoes. Wool socks wUl 
keep your feet warm, even if 
they’re wet.

The buff-colored granite Is part 
of (he Almo pluton a mass of 
oncc-hot gramte rock that rose 
from beneath Earth’s surface. 
The pluton covers an area of 
about 40 square miles. Its spe<y 
taculor scenic core, the City of 
Rocks, covers a area of about 
eight square miles. 

There Is a colorful general store 
In Almo, but there are no drive- 
ins or sl^opping malls bordering 
the city and no city In the "City 
of Rocks." Visitors should plan on 
bringing their own food and water 
to the site — as well as taking II 
out with them. The area has been 
plagued with a growing litter 
problem and there are no trash . 
facilities at the site. 

The U.S. Bureau of Land 
Management does, however, have 
a picnic site located near the 
area’s southern, .entrance. Two 
toilets have also recently been in- 
stalled by the state Department 
of Parks and Recreation. 

The area Is shown on most 
highway maps and can be reached 
from either the Oakley or Albion 
side of Cache Peak. From Oakley,
